Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Winter initiated this interview, which lasted about 15 minutes. In 
substance winter indicated that he was of the opinion that the claims probably were allowable over the prior art of 
record. Of particular note was the centrifugal component. The claim recited so little structure (namely a shaft and a 
wafer backside plate) that Winter was of the opinion that the claims failed to meet the statutory requirements for 
definiteness. Yadegar indicated that figure 16 illustrated the components of claim 1 . Winter asked why no channel 
was recited and no spring biased pin was recited and why the arrow at the top of figure 16 showed the shaft rotating in 
a direction which would not allow the wafer to rise. Winter also asked how centrifugal force was implicated in any 
manner related to figure 16, to which claim 1 is essentially drawn. Inertia appears to be the means by which the wafer 
backside plate rises. Winter also indicated that applicant may wish to broaden the claims to indicate a first and second 
position instead of the relative "up" and "down" which are contingent on the manner in which the apparatus finds 
application. 
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
